Gas line to IKO Industries 
receives federal grant 


by Jeff Wilson 


A federal government grant 
of $275,000 has made the sah 9 
of bringing natural gas to the 
Centre Hastings area and IKO 
Industries a step closer to 
becoming reality. 

The grant announcement 
was made last Friday, at the 
Madoc Township Recreation 
Centre by MP Bill 
Vankoughnet. 

The money will come from 


the Community Futures prog- 


ram of the Employment and 
Immigration Ministry. Brian 
Sarginson, the co-ordinator of 
the North Hastings Communi- 
ty Futures peomran’ said he 
was approached by the Centre 
Hastings municipalities last 
Monday, and approval was 
able to be announced Friday of 
the same week. 


Centra Gas which will be 
providing the natural gas 
service, subject to Ontario 
Energy Board approval has 
said it needs $800,000 to make 


the $5.7 million project feasi- 
ble. The remaining monies will 
come from a provincial grant 
which will be announced soon. 
Madoc Reeve Tom Deline said 
the area municipalities will 
also have to provide some kind 
of capital outlay to reach the 
target figure. 

In his announcement speech, 
Vankoughnet said the natural 
gas line would serve Rawdon 

ownship, Huntingdon Town- 
ship, Madoc Township, Madoc 
Village and in the future 
Marmora and Tweed. 

“The economic benefits of 
obtaining natural gas for 
Centre Hastings not only 
means additional employment 
opportunities, but also creates 
an improved atmosphere for 
future economic development 
throughout the area,” 
Vankoughnet said. 

The natural gas link to IKO 
Industries will allow the 
company to proceed with the 
construction of a dye plant in

But with 
greater touring distances, with 
sleds being used more often, 
and being kept longer, how do 
we get continued performance 
reliability? Some rely on 
repair manual and skills, but I 
opt for TLC because it just

about performance is the 
spelling. 

My snowmobile relationshi 
is superstitious and emotional. 
I give a prayer and a pat and 
hope for the best. When it acts 
up, I am in personal atonement 
for an undisclosed sin. To get 
home safely, I'll make it prom- 
ises never meant to be kept. I 
carry a large, placebo tool kit, 
but reality is that I'm at it’s 
mercy.

New forest 
renewal | 
program 


Minister of Natural Resour- 
ces Bud Wildman _ has 
announced what he describes 

“as the strongest commitment 
an Ontario government has 
ever made towards full forest 
renewal.’’ He says~a five-year 
MNR strategy is designed to 
achieve full regeneration of the 
province’ s forests. 

“I am introducing a strategy 
that will increase forest regen- 
eration from the recent aver- 
age of 70 per cent of areas 
harvested annually to 100 per 
’ said Wildman. 

To achieve this redirection in 
forest renewal over the next 
five years, MNR will progres- 


sively decrease reliance on the | 


Poe of seedlings on Crown 
nd and increase forest 
renewal through a. fully 
planned regeneration program 
that uses lower-cost options, 
such as aerial seeding and 
natural regeneration. 

Wildman said that as the 
strategy is implemented, he is 
determined to increase tending 
of forests because tending fore- 
sted areas will protect the 
investment made in forests 
oi planted, seeded or 
naturally regenerating. 

This year MNR will unde- 
take a planting program of 150 
million seedlings on crown and 
private land across the provin- 
ce. About 120 million seedlings 
will be planted on Crown land 
in Northern Ontario, a reduc- 
tion of about 10 million from 
last year. Planting, said Wild- 
man, is the most expensive 
silvicultural option for 
regenerating harvested areas. 

“We're developing a well- 
managed, forest-renewal prog- 
ram that will rely more on 
aerial seeding and planned 
natural regeneration because 
these lower-cost options have 
proven successful,’’ he noted. 

“Under the strategy there will 
be a significant increase in 
manual tending and thinning 
and improvement of forest 
stands. Tending is a method 
encouraging growth of desir- 
able tree species by controlling 
competing vegetation. 
Increased rename vill create 
more jobs in the forest.’ 

MNR will not have the funds 
to plant all available seedlings 
and at the same time increase 
resources for other types of

MNR extends grace period 
for new card to March 31 


The Ministry of Natural 
Resources has extended to 
March 31, 1993, the grace 

riod for resident anglers and 
unters who have not yet 
received their new Outdoors 
Card. 


The original extension was 
for the month of January only 
and was granted to provide 
more time for hunters and 
anglers to apply for and 
receive the Outdoors Card. 
Beginning this year, hunters 

anglers will need to buy 
the card and a valid hunting or 
sportfishing licence. 

During the extended grace 
period, no action will be taken 
against resident hunters or 
anglers who are unable to 
po their new card and 
icences to conservation offic- 


ers. However, laws governing 


hunting and fishing, such as 
catch and possession limits, 
must be followed. 

Starting April 1, 1993, all 
anglers and hunters must show 
their Outdoors Card and the 
relevant licence or licences 
when requested to do so by a 
conservation officer.

Cont’d from page 7 
planned regeneration and 
tending. MNR also feels forest 


for companies that plant 
seedlings as well as some 
dislocation, and _ possible 


renewal must be managed 
differently to balance harvest 
and renewal. 

The new silvicultural focus 
will result in some dislocation 


rationalization, for seedling 
rowers. MNR says it is deve- 
oping plans to work with these 
industries in the transition 


period. Planting contractors 
will be directed to new tending 
opportunities that should help 
mitigate reductions in planting 
and diversify their operations. 
As well, MNR and other 
government agencies will 
work with seedling growers to 
develop new markets or new 
products.

Recycling news: 


Turning over a green leaf 


by Alfred Von Mirbach 
‘Waste Reduction Co-ordinator 


Here we are, at the start of a 
New Year. the traditional time 
for “turning over a new leaf.” 
We all know that some of these 
leaves seem to get blown away 
with the wind before too long, 
and we go back to our old 
ways. I guess most of us are 
reluctant to change, and we 
will use any. excuse to avoid it 

The “leaves” that I want to 
talk about turning over relate 
to our waste generation and 
disposal habits. We have all 
heard that we are one of the 
most wasteful societies on 
earth, and that this over- 
consumption, waste of resour- 
ces and accumulation of 
garbage all lead to deteriorat- 
ing environmental conditions 
on this planet of ours. 

Environmentally friendly, or 
‘green’ practises like the 3Rs 
are something we can each do 
on an individual level to help 
stop this waste and environ- 
mental deterioration. 

Before we launched the Blue 
Box program in 1990, we 
surveyed people on their will- 
ingness to put time and effort 
into reducing their waste, and 
got a resounding “‘yes”’ to our 
questions. Based on this 
expressed willingness, the 
eh encouraged us to 

yecome a pilot project to see 
how much the average resi- 
dent will to do reduce waste, if 
provided with the appropriate 
tool and support. 

Much to our delight, resi- 
dents have risen to the chal- 
lenge; have started making 
changes to their lifestyles. This 
has made our program one of 
them most effective and effi- 
cient ones in the province, one 
that we should all be proud of. 

Residents see that by using 
the convenient blue box and 
backyard composter tools they 
have been provided with, they 
can make a difference and 
significantly reduce the 
amounts of garbage they are 
putting out at the curb. 

Real waste reduction goes 
deeper than just using these 
two tools, though. It involves 
individual lifestyle changes, 
and those changes are unlikely 
to happen unless the individual 
understands the need for 
change, and believes in a 
conserver oriented lifestyle.

Only with that understanding 
and belief will we progress 
from going through the 
motions to actually adopting a 
positive, permanent lifestyle 
change. 
To help understand the broad- 
er picture of the 3Rs, it is 
helpful to look at the complete 
“eradle to grave” lifespan of 
‘iiss You may have 
eard-the “cradle to grave 
expression applied to peoples’s 
lives; we all started in the 
cradle and end in the grave, 
and it is what we do with our 
lives in between that counts. 
That same way of thinking 
applies nicely to the 3R’s. For 
the most part, all products that 


we buy start in the ground and © 


end in the ground, but we can 
play an important role in 
determining what sort of life 
they lead in-between. The 3Rs 
are really just ways of prolong- 
gay ost life span. 

eusing ‘obviously prolongs 
the life span by giving a 
product many lives before it is 
disposed of. Recycling extends 
the lifespan of a product by 
re-processing it into new 
products. 

With backyard composting, 
you send organic material 
ack into the ground, but in a 
life-renewing form, rather 

than as waste. Waste reduction 
either means less is taken out 
of the ground in the first place, 
or a wasteful product, (eg 
disposable) is replaced with a 
less wasteful one (eg durable). 

Understanding this cradle- 
to-grave concept will make it 

easier to know what are appro- 
priate 3R activities. Hopefully, 
this understanding will also 
make it easier for these actions 
to become part of a new, 
environmentally appropriate 
lifestlye for this new year, 
instead of just something you 
do because your neighbours do 
it. So next time you buy some- 
thing, think of where it came 
from, where it is going to, and 
how you can prolong its useful 
life. 

Fact of the month: The true 
costs of landfilling, if you take 
into account garbage collec- 
tion and disposal, clean up of 
existing sites, and planning 
and construction of new engi- 
neered sites, is in excess of 
$120 per ton. By actively blue 
boxing and‘ composting, the 
average household can easily

56% of 
fatalities occurred on lakes 
and rivers, with roads and 
highway accidents accounting 
for the highest percentage of 
non-fatal injuries (42%). Only 
a fraction of accidents 
happened on sanctioned snow- 
mobile trails, and even fewer 
fatalities. 
_ The inescapable conclusion 
is that your catastrophic risk is 
dramatically reduced if you do 
not drink or speed while trail

Woodlot owners beware! 


Some unscrupulous loggers 
are ripping off landowners

Lindsay - If you are a woodlot 
owner in Northumberland, 
Victoria or Peterorough Coun- 
ties you may be approached by 
loggers wanting to make a 
quick profit at the expense of 
your woodlot 

They will normally offer a 
large sum of money to cut 
trees larger than 18 inches in 
diameter measured at one foot 
above the ground. Once into 
the bush, trees of any diameter 
may be cut and removed with- 
out your knowledge. 


Cut and run 


This practice of ‘hygrading’ 
or ‘cut and run’ means only the 
best quality trees will be taken, 
in many cases reducing the 
woodlot to a shambles. 

Hygrading is especially 


evident where no tree cutting 
bylaws exist. ; 
The result may be less-than- 
fair market value for your 
trees and a woodlot with little 
commercial value for many 


- years to come. 


Most logging operators are 
honest and responsible citizens 
but there are a few unscrupul- 
ous individuals who are trying 
to make a quick dollar at Pee 
expense. It is these individuals 
who are responsible for the 
recent phone calls to the Mini- 
stry of Natural Resources 
from landowners who have had 
the misfortune to deal with 
them.

views with ple with CP, 
family members and service 
providers are designed to 
generate interest in scientific 
research. 

Born says there are_many 
good family doctors in the 
province, but they can't 
enlighten patients with cerebr- 
al palsy who have these health 
roblems. “‘Part of the prob- 
em is that they're not trained. 
They do not really understand 


what cerebral palsy is, except. 


the specialists.” 

The Federation initially 
looked for adults wtih cerebral 
palsy who are 45 years and 
over, but it’s now hearing from 
younger people as well. ‘I had 
a person call me the other day 
who was 33 and having some of 
these problmes,”’ recalls Born. 

The Federation is getting 
some help charting the new 
territory # working -with the 
New York State Developmen- 


tal Disabilities Planning Coun- 
cil, which is conducting a 
similar study 

The Federatidn’s project will 
concentrate on Ontario, but 
will also use material from 
other provinces.

Group of Cape Croker, Ont.. 
received New Horizons’ 
funds to expand their 
present activities and initi- 
ate new programs.

Regular physical activity 
can prevent osteoporosis 


There ar@ all sorts of good 
reasons to be active every 
day. Strong and healthy 
bones is one of them. 

Osteoporosis is a disease 
in which bones become 
fragile and weak--making 
them more susceptible to 
fracture. Women are more 

rone to it than men, and it 
is estimated that one in four 


Canadian women over the . 


age of 65 suffers from it. 


Research has given us a 


better understanding of 
osteoporosis. It has shown 
that regular physical activi- 
ty can play a part in the 
prevention and treatment of 
the disease. 

We know that bone conti- 
nually renews itself, with 
new bone developing and 
old bone being bokeh down 
and reabsorbed by the 
blood. When bone break- 
down exceeds new develop- 
ment, bone loss occurs. 
Factors affecting bone loss 
include aging, sedentary 
lifestyle, nutritional defi- 
ciencies and menopause. 
(Bone loss accelerates in 
women during the first few 
years after menopause. 
This is attributed to the 
reduced levels of estrogen). 

With support from the 
Canadian Fitness and Lifes- 
tyle Research Institute, Dr. 
Don Bailey (University of 
has 
conducted research in this 
area. As he. explains it, 
osteoporosis is a ‘‘silent 
thief’ which robs the skele- 
ton of its resources to the 
oint where bone mass is so 
ow that spontaneous frac- 
ture is possible. 

For children and young 
people, physical ‘activity 
contributes to the amount 


and strength of bone , 


aly 


‘ 


attained at maturity. For 
adults, /physical activity 
seems to delay the time 
when bene loss begins and. 
slows the rate of loss when 
it occurs. (Early and regu- 
lar physical ‘activity, then, 
are like deposits of money 
in the bank.) 

Weight-bearing physical 
activities--ones that work 
against gravity--are espe- . 
cially effective for develop- 
ing and: maintaining bone. 
Such activities include 
walking, running, dancing, 
court games and the like. 
Research shows that exer- 
cising with weights can also 
be helpful. 

On the nutrition side, 
adequate calcium in the 
diet is important during 
adolescence. Special atten- 
tion should be paid to 
€aleium intake during 
puberty because about 60 
percent of- the final bone 
mass develops at this time. 
Older adults must take 
similar care. Proper atten- 
tion to calcium in the diet at 
this age has demonstrated 
beneficial effects on bone 
‘mass when combined with 
regular physical activity. 

In our adult years, a 
healthy, balanced diet will 
provide all the calcium we 
need. Ironically, most of the 
advertising for calcium 
supplements is aimed at 
this age group. As Dr. Bail- 
ey wisely notes, most 
people would rather take 
rdeeg oe than do some- 
thing. And yet, calcium will 
not enter the bone without 
adequate physical activity. 

An active lifestyle should 
be recognized for what it is: 
enjoyable in itself, but also 

recious ‘‘medicine’’ offer- 
ing many health benefits.

I based my decision on 
my faith in my husband as a 
father and my belief that we 
could raise Michelle, whatever 
the circumstances might turn 
out to be. We have never 
regretted our decision. 

Men and women have to 
have more faith in themselves 
as parental prospects. It is this 
fear that can mislead the best 
of people, especially in .the 
case of rearing children. Too 
many people walk away from 
normal babies let alone child- 
ren with some sort of defect. 
We need more of the good old 
fashioned maternal instinct 
and an attitude to love and 
care for our off-spring. If more 
couples would take the attitude 
that we must try to do our best 
to keep and care for these 
children, such cold and distant 
places as nursing homes 
wouldn't be a necessary 
existence. 

People claim it takes special 

ple to do this sort of thing. 
his is not true, The average 
couple is more than capable of 
all parenting. We are not 
special, it’s the children who 
are special and more than 
worth rigs in every case. 
No matter what their mental 
or physical condition is, child- 
ren are our best source of love, 
affection and joy.

St. Joseph’s ships 26 beds 
to war-ravaged Croatia 


Peterborough - St- Joseph’s 
Hospital and Health Centre is 
responding to the need of citi- 
zens in war-torn Croatia. 

In co-operation with the 
Knights of Malta in Hamilton, 


St. Joseph’s has been able to 


send 26 manual hospital beds, 
two paediatric cribs, four 
intensive care unit and 
old operating room items to 
hospitals in Croatia.

Havelock - Gordon and Lillian 
Kearns should be enjoying 
their retirement with all three 
of their daughters and all of 
their grandchildren. 

But for this very pleasant 
and neighbourly couple, living 
in a comfortable cottage nort 
of Havelock, things were 
turned upside down one unima- 
ginably nightmarish day (in 
November, 1981) when their 
dg daughter, Cheryl, and 

er son Matthew, not yet one- 
year-old, were cold-bloodedly 
murdered by a man they loved 
Cheryl's husband Ray 
Brown. 

That murderous evening 
Brown stabbed his wife 21 
times, then moved down the 
hallway and stabbed his young 
son nine times. Cheryl 
managed to get out of bed and 
attempted to go down the hall 
toward’s Matthew's room. She 
would not make it. 

Brown then washed himself, 
changed his- clothes, covered 
Chery! and then left the house 
locking the door. 

Then, in an apparent suicide 
attempt, Brown took the 
couple’s small car and delib- 
erately drove into another 
woman’s car killing her. 

There was no trial. Brown 
would plead guilty to a charge 
of second degree murder and

was given three life sentences. 

Sometime this November, 
Ray Brown (recipient of a 
Psychology degree while in 
prison) will more than likely 
earn his freedom after a 
National Parole Board 
hearing. 

Cheryl's parents are under- 
standably angry and are push- 
ing for changes in the justice 
system which they hope would 
give true meaning to the term 
“life sentence.” 

“We're very upset that this 
guy can get out from parole 
Nov. 18 at 41 or 42-years-of-age 
and he’s laughing all the way 
to the bank,”’ Lillian says wit 
dismay. 

‘There’s thousands of situa- 
tions like ours and it's for the 
panera ublic’s knowledge to 

now what these people are 
doing, that’s the main thing,” 
Gord says slamming the 
parole system. “And i they 
ithe public) disapprove of the 
way the situation is of letting 
these people out they've got to 
pressure them.” 

And by this the Kearns mean 
voicing opinions in personal 
letters to Members of 
Parliament. 

Petitions don’t work, Lillian 
says, you must send personal 
letters.

personal. views, Gord says 
“That's what counts, ” 

“Just say ‘it’s time the 
government changes the laws

“There is no good writing a 
letter. today ane dropping it.” 
Gord says. “it is something 
you've got to keep at on a 
regular basis every time you 
hear of one these people being 
let out.” 

“When they (the politicians) 
find out you're not going to go 
away then they'll take a bit of 
notice,’ he adds 

The Kearns are worried 
about Brown's release because 
they ‘feel he is “‘aefinitely a 
danger to our family from his 
past actions.” 

“Evidence proves he’s been 
a danger to the family,”’ Lillian 
says adding that because there 
was no trial too much of what 
occurred before the murders 
remains unknown. 

They particularly worry for 
the safety of a daughter who 
lives in Toronto, not so much 
for themselves.

But then one day it dawns on 
the able-bodied that there is 
nothing actually wrong with 
them, just that society 
excludes them. They form a 
union to protect themselves 
and to campaign against 
pdb eg They argue that if 
ceilings and doors were raised, 
there would be no problem. But 
this is, of course, a foolish 
suggestion. You can’t deny 
disability. After all, there are 
regulations which govern the 
height of ceiling and doors. 

In the subsequent discussion, 
the disabled author elabor- 
ated: What one needs is a 
changed outlook, a changed 
attitude, a rethinking of the 
problem. To do this you need to 
question all former approach- 
es. For example, that disabled 
people should adjust and 
accept the conditions. 

Society causes disability, not 
the physical impairment. If

Farmers may have to be innovative to

At a recent farm meeting, 
the chairmari asked each indi- 
vidual what their major 
concerns were. Not surprising- 
ly, about four out of five 
farmers indicated that gener- 
ating enough farm income to 
meet their family needs was 
their top concern. 

While at some point in time 
most farms face a “‘profit 
squeeze’ this appears to be 
more pronounced in recent 
years as costs of production 
tend to increase faster than 
returns for most commodities. 
Farmers faced with an income 
problem may be forced to look 
to alternative sources of 
income off the farm unless 
they can devise ways to 
generate more farm income. 

The first thing-to do is to take 
stoek of the present operation— 
analyze it for its strengths and 
weaknesses. Is there ineffi- 
ciencies in the present opera- 
tion which could be corrected 
or is the business simply not 
large enough to generate the 
required profits? 

o answer these questions, 
an analysis of the present 
business is required.-It can 
then be-compared to similar 
types of operations to deter- 
mine where improvements are 
required. Is the business large 
enough? We know, for 
instance, that the average 
Ontario dairyman milks 
between 45 and 50 cows, so that 


a 30-cow herd regardless of 
how efficient it is, would not 
likely generate sufficient 
income for two families 
Ai rea of the amount of 
debt. 

How efficient is the 
operation? 

A farrow-to-finish operation 
that markets 14 to 15 pigs/sow/ 
year is not likely efficient 
enough to compete satisfactor- 
ily in today’s marketplace. If 
income is down ‘because of 
poor performance or lack of 
volume or a combination of the 
two, it is not likely any 
increase in prices will make 
the operation viable. 

A good reference for 
comparative standards is the 
OFMAP program. The Ontario 
Farm Management Analysis 
Program includes a summary 
of many farm types and is an 
excellent means of comparing 
an individual farm with a large 

| of similar types of farm- 
mi 2 rations. 

ndividual farmers can get 
their own analysis done 
through this program at no 
cost simply by contacting 


~ OMAF personnel. If the deci- 


sion is to seek additional 
income by adding another 
enterprise, it is wise to get all 
information available and 
study the proposal carefully 
before going ahead. 

Moving away from the stan- 
dard production procedures to 
a specialty crop can mean 
extra income but will, no

doubt, mean extra challenges 
and problems as well. The 
biggest concern may well be 
marketing and those who 
venture into a new crop would 
do well to study the market 
potential before moving ahead. 
In recent years, there has 
been a trend towards produc- 
ing fresh product for the 
consumer market--selling 
through farmers’ markets, 
supplying local stores, hotels, 
restaurants, wholesale distri- 
butors, etc. There are also a 
number of “niche ‘markets’ 
for those who have the time 
and skill to seek them out and 
meet their requirements. 
These could be specialty crops 
such as vegetables for the 
ethnic market, goat meat or 
milk. ete. 
There are also opportunities 
in producing “value added” 
roducts such as baked goods, 
juices, sauces, dried flower 
products, maple products, etc. 
A few other farmers have 
found opportunities by opening 
their home to farm vacation- 
ers. The family’s resources— 
skills, labor, location, etc.—will 
determine to a large extent 
how successful these types of 
enterprises will be. 
Most successful operations 
require a great deal of prepa- 
ration and research before the 
plan gets off the ground, not 
only to determine the poten- 
tial, but to build up confidence 
and contacts required to make 
the venture successful.

Survey shows sharp disparity between top and 
bottom dairy farms in average net incomes 


By D. F. Young 


It doesn't take long in most 
farm groups before the conver- 
sation gets around to the future 
and profitability of farming 

There is no question that 
farming is going through some 
tough times and more changes 
can be expected in the future 
Studies indicate that there is a 
tremendous variability in the 
profitability and performance 
of Ontario farms and that this 
variation is found across all 
oe of farms 

‘he 1991 version of the 
Ontario Farm Management 
Analysis Project again 
emphasizes this variability. A 
total of 566 dairy farm records 
were analyzed based on 1991 
records. The average net farm 
income was approximately 
$48,000. However, a breakdown 
of these records show that the 
top third--189 farms--showed 
net farm incomes averaging 
$87,200, while the bottom third 
averaged $12,990--a difference 
of about $74,000 in net farm 
income 

Net farm income is defined 
as the returns to unpaid family 
labor, operator's labor, and 
management and equity capi- 
tal invested. 

The average farm invest- 
ment in this study was approxi- 
mately $830,000 with an equity 
listed at $616,424. Why the wide 
range in income? e 

Two things account for most 
of the variation--volume of 
business and cost control. In 
1991 the average dairyman in 
this study milked 49.9 cows 
with the low income grou 
averaging 43.4 and the hig 
income group averaging 59.5, 
indicating a strong relation- 
ship between size of operation 
and profitability. 

Milk sold per cow and per 
farm was another factor with 


the low group reporting milk 
sales averaging 5,937 litres per 
cow with farm sales of 2.577 
hectolitres, while the top group 
averaged 6,633 litres per cow 
_with farm milk sales totalling 
3,946 hectolitres. 

Cost control is the area 
where most dairymen have 
more opportunities to increas 
their profitability. ; 

Measured in terms of the 
cost to produce one dollar's 
worth of revenue after 
pers feed and purehased 
ivestock have been accounted 
for, the costs range from a low 
of 55 cents on the dollar for the 
top income group to a high of 79 
cents per dollar for the low 
group and an average of 64 
cents overall. 


The difference of approxi- 


mately 24 cents for each dollar 
of production between the high 
income and low income groups 
indicates a tremendous range 
in efficiencies between 
producers. 

Expenses including over- 
head, depreciation and feed 
costs range from $49 per hecto- 
litre for the low income group 
to $40.83 for the high income 
third. The single largest 
expense for most operations is 
feed costs with purchased feed 
costs ranging from $8.68 per 
hectolitre for the low income 
group to $7.37..for the high 
income farms. 

Home grown feed costs were 
very similar for both groups. 
Following transportation 
costs, the next largest single 
cost for many farmers is inter- 
est which ranges from $4.05 for 
the low income group to $2.80 
per hectolitre for the high 
income group. However, total 
interest payments was approx- 
imately the same for both 
groups. 

No one single item can 
account for the tremendous 


variation between the top and 
bottom third of the group. 
Rather small savings over a 
number of expense items is the 
difference between the two 
groups. The Ontario Farm 
Management Analysis Prog- 
ram is hg ia program 
between OMAF and the 
University of Guelph and does 
give partes farmers a 
confidential breakdown of 
their farming business at no 
cost. Anyone interested in the 
project should contact their 
OMAF offices. 


Advance Payments: 


Ontario corn and soybean 
growers who have been unable 
to harvest their 1992 crop may 
now be -eligible for an 
emergency advance payment. 

While the Advance Payment 
Pere is normally only 
available to harvested crops in 
storage, the program this year 
has been extended to cover 
crops in the field because of 
poor harvesting and weather 
conditions. 

The maximum amount eligi- 
ble under the emergency 
advance in $18,000 which will 
be part of the $50,000 interest 
free 
and beans. The interest free 
provision for unharvested crop 
will apply only until March 31, 
1993. 

To be eligible for the 
advance payments, producers 
with unharvested crops must 
have crop insurance or market 
revenue coverage on their 
crop. The deadline for applica- 
tion is March 1, 1993. Soybean 
producers can obtain the appli- 
cation forms through the 
Ontario Soybean Growers’ 
Marketing Board while corn 
producers should contact the 
Corn Producers’ Association 
or OMAF offices for the appro- 
priate application forms.

Woodlot owners should beware 
of loggers seeking quick profit 


By Bob Penwell,

If you are a woodlot owner in 
Northumberland, Victoria or 
Peterborough counties, you 
may be approached by loggers 
looking to make a quick profit 
at the expense of your woodlot. 

They will normally offer a 
large sum of money to cut 
trees larger than 18 inches in 
diameter measured at one foot 
above the ground. Once into 
the bush, trees of any diameter 
may be cut and removed with- 
out your knowledge. This prac- 
tice of “hygrading’ or “cut 
and run”’ means only the best 
quality trees will be taken, in 
many cases reducing the wood- 
lot to a shambles. 

Hygrading is especially 
evident where no tree cutting 
bylaws exist. The result may 
be less than fair market value 
for your trees, and a woodlot 
with little commercial value 
for many years to come. 

Most logging operators are 
honest and responsible citi- 
zens, but there are a few 
unscrupulous individuals who 
are trying to make a quick 
dollar at your expense. 

It is these individuals who 
are responsible for the recent 

hone calls to the Ministry of 
Natural Resources from land- 
owners who have had the 
misfortune to deal with them.

be a very high price: If the 
bush is harvested properly 
with the future in mind your 
short- term gain will be small- 
er but your long-term return 
from the forest much larger. 
The Ministry of Natural 
Resources suggests you call 
your local MNR office to 
discuss any logging plans you 
may have. The Ministry can 
provide you with impartial 
sound advice in the marketing 
of trees from your woodlot, 
including a free of charge tree 
marking service. .

~The myths of agriculture defy logic 


By Theresa Whalen-Ruiter 


There are a number of agri- 
cultural myths which defy 
logic and reality. It is impor- 
tant 98 per cent of Canada’s 
non-farming population know 
the truth so they may make 
informed decisions at the groc- 
ery store, on election ballots 
and beyond. Here are some 
common misconceptions: 

Myth: Cattle compete for 
land that could be used for 
human food production. 

Fact: About one-third of 
Canada’s farmland is not 
economically or environmenb- 


tally suitable to grow crops on. ° 


These grasslands are quite 
suitable for append lives- 
tock. Livestock play an impor- 
tant role in the balance of 
sustainable agriculture as they 
use forages and legumes as 
part of a crop rotation system 
which improves soil fertility 
and decreases soil erosion. 

Myth: Livestock are waste- 
ful users of grain and compete 
for food that could be used to 
feed starving people. 

Fact: Livestock consume 
very little grain because their 
diets consist primarily of grass 
and other fibrous materials. 
Most of the grain consumed by. 
livestock (80 to 85 per cent) is 
not suitable for human 
consumption. In 1991 global 
wheat stocks were equivalent 
to 25 per cent of annual world 
needs, which indicates there is 
no shortage of grain in the 
world, but rather an inability 
to distribute it to those who 
need it. 

Myth: Livestock manure is 
unmanageable and causes 
pollution. 

Fact: Animal manure is a 
valuable source of soil organic 
matter and nutrients which is 
essential to sustained and 
economically viable crop 
production. For this reason, 
almost all animal manure is 
incorporated back into the soil

Manure management tech- 
niques. and technology are 
constantly being developed to 
further reduce any chance of 
ground or surface water 
contamination. 
Myth: Cattle breathe: out 
uge amounts of methane into 
the atmosphere, contributing 
to the greenhouse effect and 
damaging the ozone layer. 
Fact: A recent study at 
Cornell University, New York, 
determined the methane 
produced by the entire beef 
cattle population in the world, 
contributes less than one per 
cent to the greenhouse gases in 
the atmosphere. Canadian 
cattle contribute .025 per cent. 
One cow has an average’ daily 
production of greenhouse gas 
equal to that of a car driven 3.2 
kilometres. The primary 
contributors to greenhouse 
gases are wetlands, rice 
paddies, biomass burning, 
natural gas leaks, industry and 
fuel combustion. 


Myth: Ineffective meat 
inspection exposes consumers 
to the possibility of eating 
diseased or contaminated 


products which contain drug 
residues. 

Fact: The Canadian meat 
inspection system ranks with 
the best in the world to supply 
consumers with a safe and 
wholesome meat supply. In 
1991, 100 per cent.of all beef 
randomly ‘sampled was in full 
compliance with Canadian 
regulations. The antibiotics 
used in the health care of 
livestock require the same 
testing procedure as to drugs 
licensed for human use. This 
includes extensive testing by 
Health and Welfare Canada, 
Bureau of Veterinary Drugs 
and the Health Protection 
Branch. Canada maintains a 
zero tolerance level for antibio- 
tic residues in meat and if any 
is found, the entire carcass is 
condemned. 

Myth: Many farm animals 
are treated cruelly. 

Fact: Every producer knows 
the success of a livestock oper- 
ation depends on proper care 
and treatment of the animals. 
Badly ‘treated, sick or stressed 


animals will not produce the ~

kill animals just. for their 
meat. 
Fact: Ninety-nine per cent of 
the animal is utilized in 
processing. Animal _ by- 
products are extremely valu- 
able source materials for 
numerous industries including 
pharmaceuticals, chemicals 
and textiles. In the medical 
world. beef by-produtts 
include insulin (for diabetes), 
iron (anaemia), heparin (anti- 
coagulant), thrombin (for 
blood coagulation), corticotro- 
phin (for treating allergies) 
and others. 

Some — obvious edible 


 by-productS of beef include 


gelatin and fatty acids used in 
making ice cream, marshmal- 
lows, chewing gum, candies, 
cookies and many other foods.

“They tell 
you to go on with your life.”

Most people don't want to 
hear about it. Gord says. “It’s 
a taboo thing. I guess they 
don't know how. to react to if, 
maybe. We Know some victims 
say they don't want to talk 
about it.” 

“They can't handle it so they 
don't do anything?’ Lillian 
says. “You see, the more that 
do the better.” 

“When you're put in_ this 
position you have to handle it 
There's no way out.”

Forget Capital Punish- 
ment.

Sentences are lenient enough 
as it is...The court should be 
the law of the land not the 
parole board.” 

“Even this. If-you knew he 
was never going to get back out 
again you could put your mind 
at ease to that part of it.’ he 
says 


“You never get over 
murder.” Lillian adds. “When 
someone deliberately takes a 
life, you can never live with 
that.” 

But with a true life sentence 
she says ‘you could, feel that 
justice was done.” 

Brown's parole date was 12 
years, following three life 
sentences, Gord says 

‘Here again, as far as I'm 
concerned, the judge perjures 
himself ‘because he knows it 
isn’t a life sentence. It is an 
untrue ‘statement in his own 
court..\with no chance of 
parole, which is another untrue 
statement because they can 
get out on day passes or what- 
ever well before that date and 
they do all.the time.”’ 

The Kearns emphasize letter 
writing. 

“It has got to be people who 
don’t know us, for instance — 
(people) who are fed up with 
the system, not just because of 
one person or us,’’ Gord says. 
“We never thought that we'd 
be in this situation. But you 
never know.” 

“Do it for yourselves; your 
own family,”’ Lillia adds. ‘‘It 
could happen to you. It’s very 
true. I never thought in a 
million years that anything 
like this would ever happen in 
our family. Never. Nobody 


does.”’ 

“Being that we have had this 
happen to us we're conscious 
of everything that happens to 
other people and this ts where 
our group cuts in. We under- 
stand how they feel because we

nursery stock from a provin- 
cial nursery,”’ he says. 

Tree prices are ten cents per 
tree, plus a $10 administrative 
fee per order (and all applic- 
able taxes). The minimum 
order is 100 trees. Orders for 
more than 100 trees should be 
in multiples of 50. 

No fewer than 50 trees can be 
ordered for any one species.
